Public utilities are defined as in- 
cluding ratiroads, street railroads, ex- 
press companies, sleeping, dining, 
fruit and other car companies; ves-

telephone and telegraph lines, water 
wharves and ware- 
houses used in connection with_the 
transportation of property by a com- 
mon carrier or ‘vessel. 

Bread powers are conferred upon 
the Ratiroad Commission. It will 
have authority to fix rates, regulate 
service, equipment, facilities and ex- 
tensions, and supervise the issue of 
bonds, stocks and other securities.

The gravity of Great Britain's na- 
tional peril arising from the labor war, 
which Arthur J. Balfour, the Unionist 
statesman, characterized as surpassing 
in magnitude anything that this coun- 
try had experienced, was reflected in 
the tense atmosphere of the Heuse of 
Commons today when the minimum 
wage bill came up for second read- 


ing. 

The House had not been so crowded 
for years. Every gallery was packed. 

Premier Asquith formally moved 
the second reading of the bil! and 
then yielded the floor to Mr. Balfour 
who moved its rejection. 

“The country,” said Mr. Balfour, 
— never before been faced with a 

such as this. We are wiiness- 
ing the new, strange and portentous 
spectacle of a single organization, rct- 
ing within its legal powers, threaten- 
ing to paralyze the whole trade of the 
country.” 

Mr. Balfour said he recognized the 
earnestness of Premier Asquith's et- 
forts, but declared: : 

“There never has been a gruver case 
of the government deceiving itself 
and deceiving the House of Com- 
mons.”

DEFENSE OF BILL. : 

The former Premier said the Gov- 
ernor defended its bill on the giound 
of the existence of abnormal condi- 
tions in some of the mines, but this 
was merely to save the face of min- 
isters who haye hastened, under 
threats, to yield to the conditions laid 
down by the miners. He complained 
that the government had sanctioned 
the clearing up of existing uggree- 
ments without a word of protest and 
declared there was no justification for 
the government's attempt to force 
“this colossal revolution” through thd 
House of Commons in less than a 
week. 
| Mr. Balfour concluded by saying 
that, even assuming the government 
would be defeated there could not 
be a dissolution as it was impossible 
to add the confusion of a general elec- 
tion to the horror of the strike. He 
intimated that although the Unionists 
intended to test the opinion of the 
House regarding the methods of the 
government, they would do their best 
after that to see that the policy of 
the government had its chance. 

From this it appears clear that the 
Unionists will not obstruct the com- 
mittee stage of the bill and that the 
House of Lords will pass it. 

The mine owners contend that the 
passage of the minimum K bill will 
condemn many low productive col- 
leries to permanent abandonment. 
They demand radical amendments 
providing specific safeguards and giv- 
ing the powers of an arbitrator to 
the chairmen of the district boards 
who, they claim, should be appointed 
by the Lord Chief Justice of England 
and the Lord Justice Generai of Scot- 
land, within their respective jurisdic- 
tions, because political considerations 
entered so freely into the govern- 
ments proposals.” 

For this reason the owners fear that 
appointments of chairmen of districts 
by the board of trade, as proposed 
possibly would be biased. 

Premier Asquith said the govern-

There is 
no doubt that the minimum wage bil] 
will receive a second reading, for the 
coalition composed of the Liberals, the 
Trish party and the Labor party, will 
unite in voting for it. Trouble will 
begin, however, when the bill reaches 
the committee stage, at which period 
the members of tge Labor party win 
propose amendments on the adoption 
of which they insist. 

The Idbernl party is now swept by 
storms of doubt. Some of its mem- 
bers wish the bill to be abandoned, 
ethers desire to accept the miners 
wage schedule and an even larger 
faction of the party is willing to en- 
graft on the bill a clause establishing 
a minimum of $1:25 daily for all men 
employed under ground and 50 cents 
for boys. 

The government, it is understood, 
is bound by its pledges to various 
parties not to state the figures of the 
minimum wage in the bill. If the 
government accepts the amendment 
establishing a fited rate of wages and 
inserts the figure in the bill. the own- 
ers, it is believed, will refuse to open 
the pits. 

Liberal members of Parliament are 
warning the Labor members that, 
should the bill be defeated, it will be 
necessary for the government, which 
is friendly to them, to resign and 
hand over the management of the 
country’s affairs to the Unionist party, 
which is not so friendly

March 21.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] Race suicide is 
one of the greatest blessings to our 
race when it is practiced by criminals 
and those who are compelled to live 
in abject poverty, according to views 
expressed today by Dr. Lindsay Wyn- 
koop of Chicago, who is attending the 
National Congress of Mothers. It 
would be a great thing for the race if 
neither miserably poor nor the crim- 
inal ever reproduced their like.

The experience 
worked on his nerves and when he re- 
tired he dozed only fitfully, then in his 
dreams McAdoow lived again and 
again his startling experience. 
I dreamed,” he said “of a great 
automobile bearing down upon me, 
and awoke several times with a start.

I 
remember rising from bed once to

Italians Make Remarkable Attack

ATTORNEY TALKS TO WOMEN. 


Azusa Club Members Hear Nice 
Things Said About Their Town and 

m Tittle Advice. 
AZUGA, March 21.—The Asusa 
Woman's Club was addressed yester- 
day by Frederick Baker, City Attorney, 
en the subject of Municipal Govern- 
ment.

Bo Is Injured in a Fight 
_ With His Teacher. 


Lad Taken Home in Ambu- 
lance After, the Fracas. 


Charges may be filed with the 
Board of Educatich against Principal 
A. C. Ayers of the Normandie-avenue 
school, as the result of injuries re- 
Ceived by Harry I#leib, a 15-year-old 
8 during a fight with the princi- 
pal. 
The boy’s left shoulder was dislo- 
cated in the melee and he received 
severe bruises about the body, which 
have confined him to his home, No. 
5029 South Wiltorm place, under the 
care of a physician. 
After the trouble Ayers filed a re- 
port with Superintendent Francis, set- 
of the case. The 
parents of the boy have not made a 
complaint to the school authorities, 
but formal charges may be filed short- 
ly by the father, Albert G. Isleib, a 
|Spring-street poultry and seed dealer. 
According to the story told by 
young Isleib yesterday afternoon, he 
had an altercation with a schoolmate 
during recess hour. The principal told 
him to stop. "When Isleib refused, he 
says, -the principal grabbed him by 
the left arm and twisted it over his 
left shoulder and then threw him 
against a couch in the principal's of- 
fice, dislocating his shoulder blade. 
Isleib says that he told Ayers he 
was hurting his arm, but claims the 
principal did not heed him. He adds 
that when Ayers discovered the ex- 
tent of the injuries inflicted he rushed 
to the bathroom and secured wet tow- 
ele with which he bathed the lad's 


face and head. 

Later he called Dr. C. R. Harden, 
No. 1424 West Fifty-seventh street, 
who administered stimulants to the 
boy and set the shoulder. An ambu- 
lance was called and the injured boy 
was conveyed to his home. 
Principal Ayers refused to discuss 
the matter when seen by a Times re- 
porter at his residence, No. 2148 
Twenty-ninth place. 

“I have nothing to say,” he stated. 
“I refuse to give you the boys name 
or tell you anything about it. I will 
say that the boy is not in a hospital 
as reported.“ 
Superintendent Francis stated yes- 
terday that Ayers feported the inct- 
dent shortly after its occurrence.

BOY FATALLY HURT 
AUTOMOBILE.

Physician Whose Machine Crushes 
Lad Carries Him in Arms to Hos- 
pital, Where Heroic Efforts to Save 
Life Fali—Owner and Chauff 
Surrender to Police. * 


Engaged in executing a number 
of fancy riding stunts on,his bicycle, 
Roy Dahlen, a 17-year- messenger 
boy employed by the Auditorium 
Pharmacy, Fifth and Olive streets, 
met death last night as the result 
of trying to swing in front of an au- 
tomobile owned and occupied by Dr. 
A. 8. Lobingter. + 
The accident occurred at Sixth and 
Flower streets as Dr. Lobingier was 
making a turn going south on Flower 
street in front of an east-pound car 
that had stopped for several passen- 
gers to alight. Almost at the same 
instant young Dahlen emerged from 
the side of the car, and after making 
a detour apparently misjudged the 
distance and turned hig wheel al- 
rectly into the path of the physician's 
machine. 
In order to avold a collision, Mi- 
chael J. Kirby, the chauffeur, sud- 
denly swerved his machine to the 
east side of Flower street and col- 
lided with an express wagon owned 
by Harper & Reynolds Co. and driven 
by G. Stangeland. 
The bicycle rider was caught by 
the fender of Dr. Lobingier’s ma- 
chine and was thrown under 
wheels on the right side. Neither of 
the vehicles was injured and Dr. 
Lobingier at once ordered his chauf- | 
teur to back up and personally picked 
up the injured lad and carried him 
in his arms to the Hospital of the 
Good Samaritan, where is was dis- 
covered ‘that the boy’s leg had been 
broken in two places in addition to 
the fracture of several ribs on the 
right side of the body. . 
Several surgeons were hastily called 
into consultation and oxygen, cam- 
phor and nitroglycerine were admin- 
istered in an effort to revive the pa- 
tient’s waning vitality, but before the 
doctors could begin an operation the 
lad died from weakness brought on 


by shock. 

Dr. Lo and his chauffeur 
went to the Central Police Station, 
where they surrendered themselves 
to the police pending a full investi- 
gation of the case. . 

Lieut. Spellman and several patrol- 
men made measurements showing 
that the statements of the doctor and 
his chauffeur coincided with the facts 
and the.surgeon was at once put at 
liberty to await any action that the 
Coroner might take. 

After his release, Dr. Lobingier 
went to the home of the boy, No. 
1219 West Twelfth street, and broke 
the news to his mother. The sur- 
geon also offered to help the fam- 
ily in any possible manner and de-

POLICE MAY COST CITY 
A MILLION NEXT YEAR. 


T WAS estimated yesterday after- 
| noon by Police Commissioners Well- 
born and Akey and Chief of Police 
Sebastian that it will cost $966,000 
to run the .police department during 
the next fiscal year beginning July 1. 
This is an increase of $228,000 over 
the amount to be expended this fiscal 
year, and is a striking evidence of the 
remarkable growth of the city during 
the past twelve months.

O-PARTNERSHIP AND PROFIT SHAR- 
ING. 

With the spread of labor unrest in 
Great Britain, Parliament is exercising its 
brains for a remedy. That employees and 
employers should live in harmony is es- 
sential to the welfare of a nation. aS 
And of the schemes and suggestions, 


one that seems feasible is that of co- 


partnership and profit sharing. Sir Harry 
starts his wordy strife about our national 
Furness, the head of a great shipbuilding despair, he should convince us that his wife 


firm that employs several thousand men, 
was one of the first to put the scheme in 


operation. He is a member of Parliament, 
and was listened to with much respect as 
he gave the House a descriptive resume of 
conditions in his own shipyards, where 


the system has met with unquplified suc- 


cess after several years of working. 

Another pronounced instance wherein 
the scheme has met with success is that 
of the South Metropolitan Gas Company 
of London, which is one of the best man- 
aged, best paying concerns of its kind in 
all Great Britain. They are able to supply 
gas at a cheaper rate, while paying higher 
dividends, than any other similar com- 
pany. It has been found that when the 
employees have a real interest in the 
success of the business their whole at- 
titude is quite different and they are quick 
to dispose of the shirkers and malcon- 
tents among their numbers. 

There have been one or two instances 
of the failure of the co-partnership prin- 
ciple, but a careful investigation would 
seem to show that these were due rather 
to the personalities of the directorate and 
the conditions of trade than to the system 


itself. In each of the cases where com- 


plete success has been attained the di- 
rectorate would appear to be men of pe- 
culiar fitness for the position. Invariably 
the directors elect five of thelr number 
themselves and the employees nominate 
two, and thus remarkably smooth working 


and amicable relations nave been main- | 


tained. 

The debate on the subject threw a lurid 
light on the position of the labor leaders, 
of whom there are thirty-four representa- 
tives in the House. They endeavored at

SHIPPERS SCORE 
IN ROUND ONE. 


Lemon Rate Hearing Begun 
in This City. 


Evidence Before Commerce 
Body Permissible. 


A Galaxy of Talent Jousts 
Over This Point. 


— 


The lemon rate hearing which was 
begun yesterday before Judge Julian 
W. Mack of the United States Com- 
merce Court will bé protracted until 
some time next week by reason of the 
failure of attorneys for the railroad 
companies to secure admission of a 
stipulation limiting introduction of 
the recorded evidence taken before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 

The entire session yesterday was 
spent in contention over the proposal] 
of T. J. Norton, general attorney for 
the Santa Fe, regarding the introduc- 
tion of this evidence, objection being 
made by United States District Attor- 
ney McCormick, representing the At- 
tornev-General; P. H. Farrell, attor- 
ney for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and A. F. Call, represent- 
Protective League. 

Norton submitted the stipulation to 
thé opposing attorneys Monday. The 
certified copy of the evidence taken 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission attacking the freight rate on 
oranges, standard refrigeration, ship- 
ments pre-cooled and pre-iced by 
shippers, and the freight rate on lem- 
ons, Which had been advanced from 
$1 to $1.15. 

The only issue before the court, 
Norton argued, is the freight rate on 
lemons, and he wanted to have elim- 
inated from the recorded testimony all 
except evidence relating to the lemon 
rates. He said that there is no evi- 
flence in the hearings before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission that 
the rate of $1.15 is too high, that the 
decision disregarded evidence of the 
railroads that any rate below $1.15 
would be non-compensatory, and fin- 
ally that in fixing the rate at $1 the 
commission fixed a confiscatory rate. 
To support these contentions he said 


that the petitioners are prepared to 
introduce the certified record of the 
commission. 


McCormick, Farrell and Call ob- 
jected to any diminution of the rec- 
ord for fear that something might be 
omitted that had Influenced the com- 
mission in the decision rendered. The 
result of the controversy was defeat 
for the railroads and the entire rec- 
ord of the hearing before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission will be 
admitted at this hearing, it being stip- 
niated as though it had been put in 
by the witnesses so that it would not 
be 2 to hear thelr evidehce 
again. 

The case will be resumed at 9:80 
o'clock this morning, and will prob- 


ably be continued until Monday or 


Tuesday. About a dozen witnesses 
will be heard during the hearing. The 
hearing is on the application of the 
railroads for a permanent injunction 
to keep the government from enforc- 
ing the blanket rate of $1 a hundred 
pounds on lemons from California te 
all transcontinental territory. The 
ro roads were denied a temporary in- 
junction in January and the $1 rate 
was put into effect on Februa 16. 
The railrédads are advancing two 
principal grounds in the attack on 
the reduced rate. As already stated, 
one is that the commission had no 
evidence that the old rate of $1.15 
was unreasonable, and that therefore 
tt had no authority to establish a new 
rate: and the other is that the $1 rate 
f= non-compensatory and confiscatoryv.

FRESNO, March 21.— Strong dissat- 
isfaction with the alleged inaction of 
the American Unitarian Association 
with respect to remedying the system 
of spiritual education in the Sunday 
schools, was voiced in a resolution 
passed unanimously this afternoon at 
the closing business session of the Pa- 
cific Coast Conference of Unitarian 
Churches. 

It was claimed by the speakers that 
the growth and efficiency of the de- 
nomination was being endangered by 
this negiect. 

On account of the unattractiveness 
of the Unitarian Sunday schools, it 
was alleged, the children of Unitarian 
families are being allured away to 
other denominations. Four of the 
twelve members of the board of direc- 
tors of the coast conference are re- 
lowing were elected to succeed them: 
Rev. Bradford Leavitt, San Francisco; 
W. P. Olds, Portland; W. H. Payson, 
Berkeley; and Rev. Florence Buck, 
Berkeley. 

Resolutions were passed deploring 
the small attendance on the confer- 
ence and calling for better financial 
support of the coast organization. 

POWER DEVELOPMENT. 

Through the purchase of five elec- 
tric plants in the Salinas Valley this 
week, the Baich and Huntington Pow- 
er interests have taken the prelimin- 
ary step for the connection of the 
coast séction with Fresno county and 
the San Joaquin Valley by means of 
power lines. The plants purchased are 
those at San Miguel, Paso Robles, San 
Luis Obispo, Arroyo Grande and Santa 
Maria. The price paid was a million 
dollars. The deal was closed within 
the past two days. . 

It ig announced that work is to be 
begun at once on a power line from 
Coalinga, in this county to the Stone 
Canyon in the coast range mountains 
to the coast, to convey electricity to 
the five plants. The power interests 
announce that they are preparing to 
reconstruct the five plants mentioned, 
which means an expenditure of be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. 

GOOD RAIN. 

Fresno got one half an inch of rain 
this morning, in a purely local and 
unexpected storm. Rain fell over an 
area of about forty miles broad with 
Fresno as the center. At Firebaugh, 
on the west side, no rain fell, and a 
small shower occurred at Friant and 
there was a very light rain at Mer- 
ced Falls.

HE PUBLIC has been taught to 
believe that when an actor — 
comes his own manager he does 

so for one of two reasons: Either that 
he is too pestiferous for any manager 
to endure, or else he is of 
such an overpowering egotism that he 
considers that no merely commercial 
person can be of any possible use or 
assistance to him. 

This theory, which has been allowed 
unfortunately to go unchallenged, 1s 
totally lacking in truth. The real 
reason has a deeper significance be- 
hind it than the public has ever sus- 
pected, and has nothing whatever to 
do with individual truculence or com- 
mercial necessity. The whole matter 
may be summed up in a few words, 
the actor-manager has artigtic free- 
dom, and escapes managerial domi- 
nance.

SUPREME COURT ORGANIZES. 

Arizona’s Supreme Court has or- 
ganized for business, but its judges 
are in serious doubt whether the bulk 
of the cases offered on appeal can leg- 
ally be considered. These cases orig- 
inated in the former District Courts of 
the Territory of Arizona. The Dis- 
trict Courts were presided over by 
Federal Judges, who were given also 
authority to try cases under the terri- 
torial statutes. Whether cases on ap- 
peal from the District Courts can 
legally be tried in the State Supreme 
Court is a question which will be put 
before the new Arizona Federal Court, 
as it involves construction of a Fed- 
eral statute. In the meantime the Su- 
preme Court will proceed with all 
business offered, awaiting a possible 
adverse decision. 

Another nut to crack has been 
found in connection with the drawing 
of grand juries. Only Pima county 
has impanneled a grand jury since the 
date of statehood and it is probable 
that its work will have to be done over 
again. The territorial law placed the 
drawing of grand jurors into the 
hands of thé presiding judge, probate 
judge, sheriff, clerk of the District 
‘Court and one other. Under state- 
hood there is no office of probate 
judge. Atty.-Gen. Byllard has pre- 
pared a bill for early passage in the 
Legislature correcting this faulty sta- 
tute. 

In Phoenix yesterday was held a 
convention of county superior judges, 
with nearly all counties represented. 
Judge Frank Baxter of Yuma pre- 
sided. Consideration was had par- 
| tieularly of plans for uniform court 
procedure. 

Judge Morrow has closed the first 
term of the Arizona Federal Court 
and has returned to San Francisco.
